Why Our Inventories Are Low 


To My Ferrow Raitroapers: 
'N these times of bigh costs of materials, it is especially important that 
investment in materials and supplies be kept as low as consistent with 
safety and efficiency, so that available money can be put to better use in 
purchases that will improve railroad property and services. 

This can be achieved by close cooperation of all departwents to see 
that inventories are gauged to match essential current and planned necds. 
Aside from losses due to obsolescence and extra cost of carrying and 
handling which are ahways involved with large inventories, it usually is 
poor business to make investments in materials that will be stored for long 
periods before used, Even though market prices may rise in the future, 
savings that might be-made on purchases of large but excessive quantities 
would in most cases be minor compared with the savings that could be 
achieved by investing the same amount of money in improvements and 
equipment that helps us do our job better and more efficiently, 

For example, during the past four years swe bave been able to reduce 
system inventories of materials by $14,500,000. Having this extra’ cash 
available allowed us to obtain new diesel locomotives and other improve- 
ments mich sooner than could otherwise have been done. 

There may be some feeling that low inventories canse delays in opera- 
tions, True, there may be delays if certain needed materials are not in 
stock, but even with large inventories there may be shortages of particular 
items due to changes in conditions which are impossible to anticipate. 

There are two ways in which everyone can help us to operate efficiently 
with lower inventories: (1) by making accurate forecasts of requirements, 
(2) by not asking for excessive quantities of naterials. All users of 
materials and supplies can forecast their needs with considerable accuracy 
for months to come, including the dates on which various quantities of 
materials should be available. 

Through such cooperation, investment of millions of dottars in rela- 
tively idle supplies can be avoided and thereby be available for investment 
in facilities that will improve our services and thus increase the earning 
capacity of our railroad.

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Moving Salinas Lettuce Is 


One of SP’s Bi 


JCERTILE Salinas Valley is world 
famous as the setting of many of 
John Steinbeck’s novels but to rail- 
roaders it is better known as one of the 
nation’s leading agricultural shipping 
centers, producing over 59,000 carloads 
of perishables for Southern Pacific in 
1952. 

Lettuce is the leading item in this 
impressive otal, over 38,000 cars leaving 
the Salinas-Watsenville district during 
the April through November season last 
year. Mid-season shipments reach up- 
wards of 300 cars daily and already have 
neared that mark this year, in decided 
contrast to the first crop of 37 carloads 
shipped in 1921. 

Other perishable shipments from the 
district which helped to swell revenues 
last year included: carrots, 6400 car- 
loads; celery, over 1900; frozen foods, 
1900, and various miscellaneous crops 
prodaced an aggregate of nearly 10,800 
cars. These shipments came from the 
major stations of Salinas, Watsonville, 
Santa Cruz, Gilroy, Hollister, Chualar 
as well as several smaller agencies. 


Salinas alone produced around 42,000 
cars of perishables for our Company 
last year, including ahout 29,000 loads 
of lettuce, and shows signs of a bigger 
season in 1953, based in part on increas- 
ingly efficient growing and packing 
methods plus additional acreage devoted 
to lettuce growing, according to District 
Freight and Passenger Agent W. S. 
Wood. yi 

Coast Division operating personnel, a 
PFE force headed by Superintendent G.

Night 
switcher and line-haul crews were not 
available when the photos were taken. 

Individual packing and shipping lo- 
cations at Salinas, key point in the 
Valley perishable movement, are divided 
into operations bearing the names of 
cities that used to be primary destina- 
tions. These are referred to as New York, 
Kansas City, Portland, Boston and Chi- 
cago “districts.” A sixth switching area, 
newer than the rest, is known as “Indus- 
trial Acres.” All these packing centers 
now send their carloads to all markets 
throughout the nation, 


Switching moves are made from 8 a.m, 
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to 2 a.m. daily, accelerated during mid- 
day and evening slack periods in the 
sheds. Empties are brought in from 
temporary holding tracks as far away as 
San Jose and loads hauled to Watson- 
ville Junction for blocking, under the 
general supervision of Trainmaster Q. 
B. Payne. 

A growing share of the volume is 
centering around spurs serving the new 
vacuum cooling plants, 

These plants bear a marked re- 
semblance to an interplanetary rocket 
launching platform from the outside but 
on the inside operations are focused 
around long tubes which can cool half a 
carload of lettuce down from field tem- 
perature to 32 degrees F in 30 minutes,

removing the moisture at the same time. 
Four of these tubes are in operation 
and three more nearing completion at 
one plant alone. 

After rolling through these tubes on 
tractor-trains, the lettuce in conventional 
crates or two dozen head capacity cartons 
are loaded into cars that are pre-iced. 

Many Salinas sheds continue to use 
traditional methods, bringing lettuce in 
from the fields in huge metal baskets to 
be trimmed, washed, hand-packed, iced 
in crates prior to loading, approximately 
312 crates per standard car, 

Field packing, which combines all 
packing house operations but icing, 
utilizes labor saving assembly line 
techniques. 
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Our Company serves all of the five 
major lettuce producing areas of the 
nation, where similar techniques are 
employed. 

The Salinas-Watsonville district is the 
pioneer and largest of these important 
revenue producing areas. Pacific Lines 
moved 69,625 carloads from all areas in 
1952, and with T&NO and subsidiary 
lines’ there was originated an overall 
movement of 72,064 cars, 

These growing areas on Pacific Lines 
are located on the Coast, Los Angeles 
and Tucson divisions and shipping sea- 
sons spread over the entire year. 

Imperial and Salt River Valleys supply 
the national market from December 
through March, with lighter shipments

from Yuma overlapping and kecping up 
the supply until the Salinas-Watsonville 
and San Luis Qbispo-Santa Barbara 
counties operations get into stride. Two 
crops are grown in the Salt River Valiey, 
Yuma and Salinas-Watsonville areas. 

Statistics for 1952 show the Salinas- 
Watsonville district ied in shipments 
over all other districts by a wide margin, 
moving over 38,000 carloads of lettuce. 
Nearest competitor was Imperial Valley 
which shipped about 15,000 and all 
Arizona districts combined to ship about 
11,000 cars. 

Tccberg variety is the primary type 
grown in all areas. It was first developed 
near Los Angeles in 1901 from imported 
French seed and hecame the mainstay of 
the industry by 1923, the first large-scale 
season. That year 10,319 cars were 
shipped from the five districts. 

Although Iceberg lettuce is the house- 
wives’ delight, research continues, for a 
delectable lettuce capable of withstand- 
ing the inroads of bad weather and 
pests. 


When this goal is reached our Com- 
pany and its affiliates will be ready to 
haul an even greater tonnage from the 
nation’s salad bowls which line our 
tracks in California and Arizona.

SERVING the southern half of Ohio 
and all of Kentucky, our Cincinnati 
General Agency last year accounted for 
approximately 27,000 carloads of reve- 
nue freight and 5,500 passenger reser- 
vations for Southern Pacific. 


General Agent G. L. Halenkamp’s 
staff of six, and the three-man force 
headed by District Freight and Passen- 
ger Agent C. P. Haehi in Louisville, 
Ky., represent SP in one of the nation’s 
Jeading industrial areas: center of the 
coal industry, where 600,000 carloads— 
82,150,000 tons—roll annually. More

than 2,500,000 people live in the seven 
major metropolitan areas in this region. 


World headquarters of one of the larg- 
est soap manufacturers, Cincinnati also 
leads the nation in production of ma- 
chine tools, playing cards and electro- 
types. Louisville is the key point in 
Kentucky’s vast distilling industry, larg- 
est producer of bourbon whiskey in the 
United States. 

Other leading manufactured products 
from this region include household ap- 
pliances, auto hodics, radio and tele- 
vision sets, glass and glass products, 
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HEART OF CINCINNATI'S INDUSTRIAL AREA IS SECTION KNOWN AS MILL CREEK VALLEY, 


paper and paper products, farm imple- 
ments, prepared baby foods and a va- 
riety of other goods. 

Military travel and freight movement 
also help swell SP revenues from the 
Cincinnati General Agency, from the 
Air Force’s Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base, headquarters of the vast Air Ma- 
ieriel Command, and two major Army 
bases, Fort Knox and Camp Brecken- 
ridge. These bases contributed approxi- 
mately 4,000 passengers to points on our 
Lines last year. 

Wright-Pat, as the cradle of American 
military aviation is known, alone is re- 
sponsible for an annual volume of 40,000 
carloads among all the bases in its 
command. 

Fort Knox is one of the principal tour- 
ist attractions in this historic area which 
also includes the beautiful blue grass 
race horse raising region around 
Churchill Downs, home of the Kentucky 
Derby. 

Railwise, Cincinnati is one of the 
major gateways for regional and trans- 
continental traffic. It is served by eight 
major lines, four of which make direct 
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connections with our Company at New 
Orleans or with our Cotton Belt affiliate 
at St. Louis, 

These carriers operate 216 passenger 
trains daily in and out of the $42,000,000 
Union Terminal, one of the finest in the 
nation. 

Many of these trains offer direct con- 
nections with our fine streamliners on 
the Sunset, Golden State and Overland 
Routes. 


A rail oddity operates from this huge 
terminal whose daily passenger capacity 
is around 17,000 persons. The munici- 
pally owned Cincinnati Southern, oper- 
ated by the Southern Railway System, 
is the only Class I line in the nation 
owned by a city. 

Sports fans annually throng to 
Churchill Downs for the Derby and 
baseball and football enthusiasts also 
find this region attractive, with the Cin- 
cinnati Reds of the National baseball 
league, two top football elevens at Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati and Xavier Uni- 
versity and the famed athletic prewess 
of the University of Kentucky Wildcats, 
outstanding in football and basketball.

Cake baking in your oven, 

It’s a different kind of chocolate cake 
--that’s for sure! It comes from Dor- 
othey Glanister, steno-clerk, Office of 
General Superintendent of Transporta- 
tion in San Francisco. This is how she 
says to do it: 


DOROTHY’S CAKE DIFFERENT 


First, get out a baking pan or oven- 
proof baking dish 8” x 8” x 2”, or a little

larger. Don’t grease it. Heat oven to * 


350°, 

Now, right into that pan sift 144 cups 
sifted flour, 1 cup sugar, 44 teaspoon 
salt, 1 teaspoon goda, and 3 or 4 heaping 
tablespoons cocoa—depending on how 
much you like chocolate. 

Next make three holes in that mix- 
ture, using @ spoon or your finger. Put 
a teaspoon of vanilla in one hele; a 
tablespoon of vinegar in the next one, 
and 5 tablespoons of melted butter or 
salad oil in the third hole. Pour a cup 
of water over all this, and stir until in- 
gredients are blended. It’s not necessary 
to beat hard, just stir until there’s no 
dry flour. 

Put into pre-heated oven of 350° and 
bake 36 to 35 minutes, testing with a 
teothpick. If pick comes out dry, cake 
is done. Leave in pan. Cut in squares, 
It will stick only slightly. The cake can 
be iced, but it’s just grand eating as is-~ 
especially when served slightly warm. 


LEMON-MILK SHERBET 
For a not-too-rich home-made ice 
cream to eat with that chocolate cake, 
try this one. It calls for: 


3 large lemons 114 cups sugar 
1 large orange 1 qt. rich milk 
2 eggs Dash of salt 


Grate 1 teaspoon each of lemon and 
orange, then extract juice of all fruits. 
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Beat egg yolks, stir in grated peels and: 
juice, 1 cup of the sugar, and all the 
milk, Add salt to egg whites, beat them 
stiff, then gradually beat in remaining 
¥ cup sugar. Fold whites into first mix- 
ture, Freeze in trays until almost firm; 
take out, beat with a fork until fluffy, 
then put back to freeze hard. Makes 
two quarts fruity sherbet. A wonderful 
dessert for a warm day. 


Be served this for a company dinner: 
Beked Ham Slice; Creamed New Pota- 
toes and Peas; Hard Rolls, Heated; 
Tossed Green Salad; Dorothy’s Choco- 
late Cake; and the Lemon-Orange Sher- 
bet just described. Made mighty good 
eating!

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into a roll 7 or 8 inches Jong. Sprinkle 
some chili powder on a sheet of waxed 
paper, and roll the cheese roll in it. Let

crackers for an appetizer. 


JEAN’S CHERRY COKE SALAD 


First, drain a No. 2 can of dark sweet 
cherries, Heat the juice to boiling and 
in it dissolve 2 packages cherry-flavored 
gelatin.
